Nanking was the scene of con 
stant political activity against a 
background of recurring reports 
that a way was being sought for 
Chiang’s retirement in order to 
open peace negotiations with the 
Communists. 

On the war front itself there 
was comparative quiet—a strange 
quiet for China which has Known 
countless wars throughout the 
centuries and has been involved 
in almost continuous strife since 
the 1911 revolution when Sun Yat 
Sen overthrew the Manchu dy- 
nasty. 

The Communists themselves 
seemed to be watching the Nan 
king conference with great inter 
est. Their forces, now besieging 
Peiping, Tientsin, Taiyuan and 
the approaches to Nanking itself, 
were reported regrouping. 

If the Chiang decision is to con 
tinue the war, an all-out atfack 
by the Communists might burst 
with great fury in early January. 
They hold almost 1 of North 
China above the Yangtze and are 
hot likely to let the advantage 
Slip while. the hard-pressed 
Chiang tries to mass new armies 
and defences below the broad 
river at Né anking’ s doorstep.

If You’ve Got A BB-Gun 
$3 License Is Required 


A lot of people do not know it, 
but anyone in possession of a BB 
airgun are automatically open to 
prosecution if they have not ob- 
tained a current license—which Is 
$3 annually, the same as for any 
type of fireafm 

Inspector George Stevenson of 
the B.C. Game Department, this 
morning made this clear. He 
points out that children who do 
not have this license are break 
ing the provisions of both the 
B.C, Game Act and the Criminal 
Code. Under the code an airgun 
is classed as an offensive weapon. 

Lately the wardens and police 
have been active rounding up 
youngsters committing wrongs 
with the guns. All have been un- 
licensed cases. 

“We are not especially out to 
grab children without the proper 
papers to have the guns, but we 
are finding them in the normal 
course of events in checking up 
on numerous cases where the 
guns have been used to break 
street lights, holing home and 


other wilful and dangerous acts 
the inspector said. 
YOUNGSTERS PICKED UP 

He points out that 15 to 20 
youngsters a week are being 
picked up for wrong-doings with 
the BB-guns. Unlicensed guns 
are confiscated, fines and other 
action taken against them in ju- 
venile courts. 

Insp. Stevenson said he believes 
the reason why people do not 
know a license is, required for BB- 
gins is bécause they are not told 
when buying them at stores. 

He points out that any youth 
under 14 years eannot legally 
have one of this type of gun with. | 
out first getting a permit from | 
the B.C, Police, also that store- 
keepers ‘who sell to youths of 
this age are subject to court 
action under the Criminal Code.

The seizure of their equipment 
followed a British customs of- 
ficer’s suspicion -that sports 
equipment brought into the 
country on previous tours by 
overseas teams had been sold 
before they left England, thus 
evading import duties. 

Customs officials said an im- 
port licence would be required 
for that portion of the kit which 
the team did not actually need * 
for their immediate tour and the

Laborers Thrive, 
Capitalists Quake 
In East Germany

BERLIN (AP)—It’s tough to 
be a capitalist in eastern Ger- 
many. Your life may be forfeit, 

It's fine to be a Communist, 
You get better rations, more_coal 
for your home, and a fatter 
salary. 

The Russian occupation zone 
is still in a topsy-turvy economic 
condition but the blueprint of 
future developments is at hand, 

State -trusts are swallowing up 
private industries. 

Kokkhoz (collective) farming, 
is the next step in agriculture. 

The process of Sovietization 
was begun by the Red Army in 
1945 when the ruins of Berlin 
had hardly stopped smoking and 
the Allies were still looking for 
Hitler 

Now this process has such 
momentum that it can. be ex- 
pected to continue regardless of 
whether Russian troops depart. 
It started with two fundamental 
measures: Creation of a prole- 
tariat of the soil and acquisition 
of key industries by a Russian 
trust. 

The land reform in 1945 wiped 
out not only the rich junkers 
but middle-class farmers as well. 
200,000 city dwellers, who 
had never turned qa furrow, were 
resettled on plots as smal] as 12 
or 15 acres. Smal] farmers re- 
ceived additional bits of acreage, 
but not enough td make them 
independent.
